S.B. 138 (Wolff)--
Senator Wolff offered the following Committee Amendment to the bill:

Amend S.B. 138 by striking the words "a county with a population of more

than 500,000" in quoted subsection (c) of Section | and inserting in licu thereof
the words "Bexar County, Texas". :

" The Committee Amendment was read and was adopted.
Senator Wolff offered the following amendment to the bill:

Amcnd S.B. No. 138, as amended, by renumbering Section 2 as Section 3 and
adding a new Section 2 to read as follows:

Section 2. Sections 1, 3, and 4, Chapter 86, Acts of the 60th
Legislature, 1967, as amended (Article 6228{, Vernon's Texas Civil Statutes),
are amended to read as follows:

"Section 1. It is hereby declared to be the public policy of this State,
under its police power, to provide financial assistance Lo the surviving spouse
and minor children of paid law enforcement officers, campus security personnel,
members of organized police reserve or auxiliary units with the power to make
arrests, custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, supervisory
personnel in a county jail controlled by an administrator instead of the
sheriff, juvenilc correctional employees of the Texas Youth Council, employees
of the Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally Insanc, paid firemen, and members
of organized volunteer fire departments where such paid law enforcecment
officers, campus security personnel, members of organized police reserve or
auxiliary units with the authority to make arrests, custodial personnel, juvenile
correctional employees of the Texas Youth Council, employees of the Rusk State
Hospital for the Criminally Insane, paid firemen or members of organized
volunteer fire departments suffer violent death in the course of the performance
of their duties as paid law enforcement officers, campus security personnel,
members of organized police reserve or auxiliary units with the power to make
arrests, custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, employees
of the Texas Youth Council and the Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally
Insane, paid firemen and members of organized volunteer fire departments, capitol
security commissioned officers, and campus security personnel commissioned as
peace officers by authority granted under Section 3, Chapter 80, Acts of the
60th Legislature, Regular Session, 1967 (Articlec 2919j, Vernon's Texas Civil
Statutes).”

"Section 3. In any case in which a paid law enforcement officer, capitol
security commissioned officers, campus security personnel, a member of an
organized police rescrve or auxiliary unit with the power to make arrests,
custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, supervisory
personnel in a county jail controlled by an administrator instcad of the sheriff,
juvenile correctional employee of the Texas Youth Council, employce of the
Rusk State Hospital for the Criminaily Insane, paid fireman, and/or member of
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an organized volunteer fire department suffers violent death in the course of his
duty as such paid law enforcement officer, campus security personncl, member of
an organized police reserve or auxiliary unit with the power to make arrests,
custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, supervisory
personnel in a county jail controlled by an administrator instead of the sheriff,
juvemle correctional employee of the Texas Youth Council, employee of the
Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally Insane, paid fircman, or member of an
organized volunteer fire department, the State of Texas shall pay to the
surviving spouse of such paid law enforcement officer, campus security persennel,
member of an organized police reserve or auxiliary unit with the powcr to make
arrests, custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, supervisory
personnel in a county jail controlled by an administrator instead of the
sheriff, juvenile correctional employee of the Texas Youth Council, ¢mployee of
the Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally Insane, paid fireman, or member of
an organized voiunteer fire department the sum of 310,000 and in addition
thereto, if such paid law enforcement oificer, campus security personnel, member
of an organized police reserve or auxiliary unit with the power to make arrests,
custodial personnel of the Texas Department of Corrections, supervisory

rsonnel in a county jail controlled by an administrator instead of the sheriff,
juvenile correctional employee of the Texas Youth Council, employee of the
Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally Insane, paid fireman, or member of an
organized volunteer fire department shail be survived by a minor child or minor
children, the State of Texas shall pay to the duly appointed or qualified
guardian or other legal representative of each minor child the following
assistance:

"Il one minor child--$100 per month

"If two minor children--$1350 per month

"Three or more minor children--$200 per month.

"Provided, that when any child entitled to benefits under this Act ceases
to be a minor child as that term is defined herein, his cntitlement to benefits
shall terminate and any benefits payable under this Act on behalf of his minor
brothers and sisters, if any, shall be adjusted to conform with the foregoing
schedule if necessary.”

"Section 4. This Act shall be administered by the State Board of
Trustees of the Employees Retirement System of Texas, under rules and
regulations adopted by said Board. Proof of dcath claimed to be violent death
in the course of performancc of duty of a paid law enforcement officer, campus
security personnel, member of an organized police rescrve or auxiliary unit with
the power to make arrests, custodial personnel of the Texas Department of
Corrections, supervisory personnel in a county jail controlled by an
administrator instead of the sheriff, juvenile correctional employec of the Texas
Youth Council, employee of the Rusk State Hospital for the Criminally Insane,
paid fireman, or member of an organized volunteer f{ire department shall be
furnished to said Board of Trustees in such form as it may require, together
with such additional evidence and information as it may require.”

The amendment was read and was adopted.

On motion of Senator Wolff and by unanimous consent, the caption was
amended o conform to the body of the bill as amended. (29-0)(29-0)

S.B. 624'(Patman)--

Senator Patman offered the following Committee Amendment to the bill:

Amend SB. 624 by changing in Section 1 the figures "698a-4b" to
"689a-4b," and by changing the wording of Subscction (2) of Section | to read as

follows:

"(2) the assistance of the systems division of the State Auditor's Office
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has been sought and an appropriate recommendation has been made for the proposed
expenditure.”
